AU50UN, UNITED NATIONS HQ. The station 4U1UN will be signing 4U50UN 
throughout the whole year of 1995 to celebrate the 50th anniversary of 
the United Nations which was established in 1945. 4U50UN was heard on 
January lst on 30 meters around 2045z, 7009 kHz around 2200z and 3787 
kHz around 2315z. QSL "ONLY" to W8CZN or WB8LFO. 


5A, LIBYA. European PacketClusters have reported activity from a station 
signing F5HV/5A or 5A/F5HV/M. The operator Jacques was reported active 
on 14120 and 14140 khz. There has been some indication that this station 
may be part of a support team for a rally. This station also indicated 
that he would be active soon from 3V-land (WFWL!) QSL via F5PFP. 


7S30WG, SPECIAL EVENT STATION IN SWEDEN. Just a reminder to begin 

looking for this station, which is trying to promote Sweden as a possible 
candidate to hold the Olympic Winter Games in the year of 2002. Activity 
will be January 1st until June 16th. The station located in Ostersund will 
mainly be active on CW but there will be some activity on the other modes 
and some participation in major contests. QSL via SM3CVM or bureau. 


A3, TONGA. Paul, KK6H, continues to be active as A35RK until February 
7th. Most of his operations are on CW between 160-30 meters, but he has 
been heard on 15 meters.

Pete will sign as OJO/NOAFW for a few days between 
January 10-15th. He plans to operate mainly on the WARC bands and lower 
bands.
